Specification 

1 . Applicant is reminded of the proper language and format for an abstract of the 
disclosure. 

The abstract should be in narrative form and generally limited to a single 
paragraph on a separate sheet within the range of 50 to 150 words. It is important that 
the abstract not exceed 150 words in length since the space provided for the abstract 
on the computer tape used by the printer is limited. The form and legal phraseology 
often used in patent claims, such as "means" and "said," should be avoided. The 
abstract should describe the disclosure sufficiently to assist readers in deciding whether 
there is a need for consulting the full patent text for details. 

The language should be clear and concise and should not repeat information 
given in the title. It should avoid using phrases which can be implied, such as, "The 
disclosure concerns," "The disclosure defined by this invention," "The disclosure 
describes," etc.

4. The drawings are objected to because the sectional lines should be designated 
by Roman or Arabic numerals rather than alpha numeric symbols. See 37 CFR 
1.84(h)(3). See Figures 1a, 1b, 2a, 3a, 3b, 4a, 4b5a, and 5b. The Examiner 
additionally requests a drawing that shows the claimed invention coupling an upper 
supporting pipe with a lower filter pipe as described in the applicants disclosure. 
Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1.121(d) are required in reply to 
the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. Any amended replacement 
drawing sheet should include all of the figures appearing on the immediate prior version 
of the sheet, even if only one figure is being amended. The figure or figure number of an 
amended drawing should not be labeled as "amended." If a drawing figure is to be 
canceled, the appropriate figure must be removed from the replacement sheet, and 
where necessary, the remaining figures must be renumbered and appropriate changes 
made to the brief description of the several views of the drawings for consistency. 
Additional replacement sheets may be necessary to show the renumbering of the 
remaining figures. Each drawing sheet submitted after the filing date of an application 
must be labeled in the top margin as either "Replacement Sheet" or "New Sheet" 
pursuant to 37 CFR 1.121 (d). If the changes are not accepted by the examiner, the 
applicant will be notified and informed of any required corrective action in the next Office 
action.

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Claim Objections 

5. Claim 1 is objected to because of the following informalities: the phrase "in 
particular" is vague since it is not clear if the structure defined afterwards is actually 
being claimed. Appropriate correction is required. 

Conclusion 

The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. In particular, Sizer et al. (U.S. 3,669,190), which discloses an 
apparatus for completing a well comprising a connector sub with a sealing means and 
latching mandrel including opposed inverted J-slots, however it fails to disclose the use 
of a clamping ring above the sealing element or the clamping section which rises in the 
clockwise direction and an axial latching section which adjoins the latter. 

Harrington (U.S. 4,61 1 ,662) discloses an apparatus for remotely releasing a pipe

connection comprising a locking member including pin connectors, but fails to disclose 
the sealing element and a mounting tool with a holding socket. Clark, Jr. et al. (U.S. 
3,433,303) discloses a rotationally set well packer, a sealing element, but fails to 
disclose other pertinent elements of the applicant's invention. Duell et al. (U.S. 
5,261 ,492) discloses a squeeze packer assembly that is mechanically operable for 
sealing the annulus between an inner casing and a outer casing, but does not teach 
connecting an outer diameter with and inner diameter while incorporating a mounting 
tool. Beissinger et al. (U.S. 2,447,629) discloses an apparatus for forming a section of 
casing below casing already in position in a well hole using a setting string, but does not 
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teach the use of j-shaped slots on locking mandrels for use with locking pins. Cook et 
al. (U.S. 6,857,473) discloses a method of coupling a tubular member to a preexisting 
structure through the use of coupling slots, however the reference fails to teach the use 
of j shaped slots or locking pins.
